.There seems to be a supreme effort 


on the part of the Blade to smirch my

This fact was made clear to the 


mayor and admitted by him and the 
city clerk when I first talked to them 
about the matter on June 3. At that 
time the city clerk, Mr. Adams, said 
he would withdraw all charges, but he 
did not propose- to pay any costs. 
I 


explained to the mayor and city clerk 
that I had been short of help in iny 
business and quite busy, also that I 
had been waiting for ten days, or two 
weeks, for some questions in regard to 
the placing of water pipes and hy- 
drants to be settled byt the parties for 
whom I was to build the houses, and 
that finally they requested me to see 
the water works authorities for them 
about the matter, which I did. I then 
asked Mrs. Lowery, after it was de- 
elided to have the pipe on her lot, who 
she would like to have do the work, 
and if she would attend to it, or should 
I do ifc for her, and also get the water 
permit, or have the tap made, intend- 
ing if I wont to see to.it that I would 
at the same time see about the build- 
ing permits. I had told Mr. Hall, 
clerk of the water works, before we 
commenced work on the house that I 
would come in and see about the per- 
mits. 
In the meantime, we com- 


menced work on the foundation on 
May 2Sth, Thursday, and on the Wed- 
nesday following I received notice to 
come to the mayor's office, where I 
was informed that charges had been 
placed against me for not taking out 
building permits. This was the first 
notice I had, or warning, in regard "to 
the matter in sany way. I had sup- 
posed that all that was necessary was 
to see to it in a resasonable time; in 
fact the clerk's record showed that to 
be the fact, as the clerk, when on the 
witness stand, read the names of some 
who commenced building as soon, or 
before I did, and who had just taken 
out their permit a day or two before 
the trial came off. 
I venture the as- 


sertion and believa the records will 
prove it, that in the large majority of 
cases permits are not taken out until 
after the building is commenced. The 
clerk, in defense of his conduct, cited 
the cases of Mr. Maxwell and, Mr. 
Daehler, then went on and told me how 
the chief of the fire department notified 
Mr. Daehler and how he himself noti- 
fied him and urged him to attend to it,

the first day of June and another one 
on 
the third day of June. 
These 


charges were made Wednesday morn- 
ing, June 3d, and the affidavit is dated 
June 5ch.

admit I have been pronounced in my 
views in regard to the saloon, and I 
have every reason to be. I was also 
called to act as chairman of a meeting 
of some of the leading citizens to take 
action in regard to the observance of 
the Sunday laws, now on the statute 
books. From this meeting the report- 
ers were kindly requested to retire by 
a majority vote. I felt highly honored 
in being called to preside at that meet- 
ing, composed of some of the very best 
men ^including most of the ministers 
of this city. 
This meeting was a pri- 


vate one, called by personal invitation. 
Several similar meetings have since 
been held, most, if not all of which, I 
have attended, as I have a right to 
do. I am on this side always, and have 
been since sixteen years of age, and I 
always intend to be, in spite of the evil 
tendency of the day, the devil and the 
Blade.

Masked Men Last NigHt. 


They Stopped the Train But Tlieir Designs 


Were Frustrated by thtt'Korve and Cool- 


ness of th« Engineer anil Fireman— 


W. J. JTell's Story of the Hold- lt|>. 


The west bound express on the C. '& 


O. , due at South Portsmouth at 4 :oO a. 
m., was stopped by masked men at 
Cotton Hill, about fifty miles east of 
Charleston, W. Va., last night, and an 
attempt made to rob the express car. 


Among the passengers on the train 


was Mr. W. J. Fell, a Pennsylvania 
gentleman, who has extensive business 
interests in the neighborhood of Stone 
City, Ky., and who is a frequent busi- 
ness visitor to Portsmouth. He stopped 
off here this morning, and in conversa- 
tion with a Times reporter, told the 
story of the hold-up, as follows : 


The train stopped at Thurman to 


take water and the supposition is that 
the robbers- boarded the train at this 


• point. They laid low until near Cotton 


Hill, when a couple of them climbed 
over the tender, 'each with a brace of 
revolvers in their hands ready for use, 
and compelled the engineer to stop the 
train. 
They then ordered the fire- 


man to go back and uncouple the ex- 
press car. 
He obeyed, but instead of, 


uncoupling the car, monkeyed with the 
air brakes, throwing them on. The 
robbers supposed he had uncoupled the 
car and told him to clear out. He went 
back towards the roar of the train. 
The engineer was thon'ordered to pull 
up. This he was unable to do as the 
brakes wore on, so he asked his captors 
to go and uncouple the car and fix the 
brakes. 
Not 
suspecting 
anything 


wrong, they went back. The engineer 
at onoo jumped from his engine and 
started to run ahead to tho next tele- 
graph station. When tho robbers found 
that he was gone they became panic 
stricken, and fearing that help would 
soon come up, skipped out "without 
having gotten anything. 


In" tho meantime there was . great 


excitement among tho passengers. Mr. 
Fell, when the train stopped, had 
started out to seo what the trouble was, 
whan ho was met at the door by a 
masked individual with a couple of 
guns and politely reqttestod to go back, 
Mr. Fell did so with alacrity. 
In a 


few minutes tho fireman came in the 
coach and turned all the lights out and 
informed tho passengers that they were 
likely to be robbed. Mr. Fell then 
started through the sleepers to borrow 
a gnn. 
Ho has nerve to spare. 
He 


awakened one man, a big "Westerner, 
who had a wicked looking gun a foot 
long. This man wouldn't lend his gun, 


• but garbed in a night shirt, started out 


to hunt tho robbers on his own hook. 
He had killed one man, ho said, and 
woxildu't object to killing another. By 
the time Mr. Fell had gathered a small 
army the robbers had fled. Tho fire- 
man took charge of tho engine and 
they hastily pulled out of the neigh- 
borhood, leaving the rear brakeman 
alone in his glory. He had gone back 
to protect tho rear of tho train from 
other trains and they were afraid to 
signal for him to como on. About 
three miles from the scene of tho hold- 
tip the engineer was overtaken and 
picked up. 


Some laughable incidents happened 


in tho coaches. One gentleman gave 
his diamond stuclcd watch to a young 
woman to keep, and sho promptly hid 
it iu her stocking. Every body else in 
tho coach then followed suit. 
Several 


parties squeezed down xiudor tho scats 
in very small spaces. 
Tho engineer 


and firemen deserve a liberal reward
